S enator Trammell, Florida, 
dem ocrat, introduced an amendiiient 
t.t the Walsui resolution expre-sinu 
the sense o f <*ongness that the pres­ 
ident should demand DHibyN resign» 
tion.

The time for notion is regarded 
as opportune, following tlie 
busy 
month o f fires, when several 
weak 
places in the equipment were 
ex- 
jH>-cd. It is understood that several 
of the fire truck m anufacturers will 
have representatives at the meeting 
her«* Tuesday night, and in all pro b ­ 
ability bids will Ve advertised for 
tJic equipment that is needed. 


It has been (stinted out that the 
assessed value of property in R ush­ 
ville is almost eight million dollars, 
and this i- today offset 
with 
tin* 
small amount o f less than $15,000 in 
fire light ii*'g equipment. 


A bond issue to cove r the neces­ 
sary expense o f the additional eouip- 
mcnt would not increase taxation to 
a n y noticeable amount. 
The 
city 
has been without a bonded debt 
for 
many years and is financially able to 
take care o f any such 
emergency, 
which now arises as a necessity. 


Tn order to first obtain reduced 
rate- on fire insurance, the state u n ­ 
derw riters have 
m tm tniended

addition o f ladder equipment. The 
smallest aerial truck m anufactured 
is - \tv feet, ami carries approxi­ 
mately 3(1 different su e d ladder».

Davis said sporadic local strikes 
in violation of contract were a cause 
of public dissatisfaction and one of 
the greatest disrupting influences in 
the industry. 


Davis outlined four great needs of 
the coal industry: 


1. P eace for a term of years. 


2. Elimination* of the 
“spot” coal 
ga mbler. 


3 Creation of perm anent research 
bureaus by the m in ers’ organization. 
4. A ppointm ent of joint in terp re­ 
ters of local agreem ents to remove 
the cause fo r petty local strikes. 
Davis 
touched 
lightly 
oi 
the 
wage question. He s a ’ ’ f 
* 
coal h as been and even now is too 
high in m any cases, but declared tilt- 
public 'wants the m iners to have good 
wages and satisfa c to ry working co n ­ 
ditions. 
The great need of Loth operators 
and miners is fo r stabilization of the 
industry, Davis said, indicating in- 
dorsement o f the stan d of John 
L. 
Lewis, president of the miners, th a t 
a Tong term c o n tra c t will help solve 
the problems confronting the indus­ 
try. 
“ Continued harm ony in the indus­ 
tr y j a r five 
years,*’ 
Davis 
said, 
“ would perm it the coal mining in­ 
dustry to solve its problems of over- 
produetion and overdevelopment.’’ 
Davis urged *the establishm ent by 
the m iners o f perm anent research 
bureaus to furnish their leaders with 
erect inform ation as to the condi­ 
tion of the industry. 
These bureaus, he said, would in 
time o f a coal shortage “ expose the 
spot coal gambler, the w orst enemy 
o f the industry.” 
“ These gam blers,’’ he 
continued, 
“ create the u n w a rran te d impression 
th a t the coal .business is a ‘hold-up 
gam e’ of conspiracy between employ­ 
ers and employes.” 
Each mining district, Davis said, 
should have a joint interpreter of 
the working agreem ent to stam p out 
local strikes.

Lafay ette, Ind., Jan. 31—Produc­ 
tion eertilieates will be issued by the 
Indiana Livestock Breeders’ Asso­ 
ciation to members of the Hoosier 
Ton Litter Club, on every purebred, 
registered sow that produces a litter 
of pigs that weighs 1669 pounds or 
more at six months, according 
to 
F. G. King of Purdue University sec­ 
retary of the association. 
These certificates will be divided 
into three classes. First, ton 
litter 
certificates; second, 19 06 to 2666 
pound litter certificates; third, 1666 
to 1800 pound litter certificates. 
“These certificates 
are 
offered 
purebred hog breeders as a perma­ 
nent form of record for all registered 
sows that meet the weight fy r age re­ 
quirements of the Hoosier Ton Litter 
Club,’’ said Mr. King. “Dairy cattle 
breeders have their various register- 
ies of merit. These certificates 
will 
serve a similar purpose for the pure­ 
bred hog breeders of Indiana. 
“Two y ears of ton litter work have 
shown that sows tliut have tlie abil­ 
ity to produce ton litters come from 
large litters and are regular produc­ 
ers,” say s James R. \N iley. 
State 
Leader of the Ton Litter Club, “ fig­ 
ures on 78 of the 9 7 ton litter sows 
in the state show that all hut two ot 
them came from litters of eight or 
more pigs. The average size of litters 
from which they came is slightly over 
ten pigs. 
“The 78 ton litter sows on which 
data were available, have iarrowed 
2760 pigs in 267 litters, an average 
of over 10 pigs to the litter. Better 
still, they have raised 239 2 of the 
2766 pigs farrowed, an average of 
almost nine pigs to the litter. 
“Sows that have such production 
ability form the basis of building up 
more productive herds of bree ling 
hogs. They are th^Hiod of sows from 
whick gilts and boars ought to 
hr 
selected for future breeding 
use, 
provided they are of proper mark et 
tyj» e. A large litter raised and eaf.y 
feeding ability are the two big fac­ 
tors in economical hog production. 
They are also the factors that mak e 
ton litters possible”.

HANDLING OF SOW 
AFFECTS PIG CROP 


The importance of the proper care 
and management of brood sows be­ 
fore farrowing-time has been greatly 
emphasized by 
the results of hog 
cost studies now being carried on by 
the Farm Management Department 
of Purdue University and the Ani­ 
mal Husbandry Department cooper­ 
ating. 
• 
Spring farrowing records from 53 
arms in Tippecanoe, Montgomery 
Clinton Counties for 19 23 show that 
22 percent of all the losses at time 
of farrowing are due to pigs {arrow ­ 
ed weak or dead. 
An attempt was 
made to determine if there was a 
correlation between this high death 
rate and the management of the 
sows before farrowing. The methods 
of the men who succeeded in ob­ 
taining a high weaning number were 
ompared to 
those 
whose results 
were unsatisfactory 
and 
it 
was 
learly demonstrated that exercise 
and proper rations were directly re­ 
sponsible. 
For example a Montgomery Coun­ 
ty farm er who weaned an average 
of 8.8 
pigs per litter, the highest 
average of any of the 53 men, used 
a sy stem of mangement which is now 
being used profitable by many lar- 
mers in the state. 
During the time 
the sows were carry ing their litters 
they had access to soy beans in stalk 
pasture. 
This gave them the needed 
protein supplement and also provid­ 
ed exercise. 
They were k ept in me­ 
dium condition and never received 
more than three ears of corn each 
per day . 
“Now is the time for farm er to 
see that their sows are getting plen­ 
ty of exercise and sufficient protein 
supplement in their rations,” declar­ 
ed one of the men who is conducting 
the study .

“ No great organization is being 
built and with but few exceptions no 
effort »has been made to 
Schedule 
meetings. Fired by the results of the 
Citizenship Conference, which influ­ 
enced official Washington and which 
has led to a wider observance of all 
law, cities and communities through­ 
out the country are 
holding 
and 
planning to hold meetings. Every day 
scores of requests for information 
are 
received. 
Conditions 
have 
reached such a stage .that a pam ­ 
phlet has been prepared suggesting 
what should be done. 
“ The names of the very best peo­ 
ple in this country are appearing on 
these local ctomimttees. This is the 
thing that is 'making the impression. 
Most of these meetings will' be in - 
formal in character and there will 
be no official delegates. In connec­ 
tion with «many of these gatherings 
special meetings are being held for 
students. 


“An interesting thing is that after 
each of the meetings already 
held 
visiting deputations have been 
o r­ 
ganized to go to the snnailer units 
round about. In this way the 
mes­ 
sage is being carried into the smal­ 
lest villages and communities in the 
country. 
“ While in the selection of

Conferences there is every reason to
